ministrator Bob Byron did a 
‘*Pontius Pilate’’ on the 
Heritage Shopping Mall pro- 
posal saying that the 225,000 
square foot shopping centre 
was no longer a viable 
alternative ‘‘due to other 
commercial developments in 
other parts of the city."’ 

Mr. Geddes told*the MPC 
they had ‘‘become far too 
involved with the economic 
feasibility of developments 

they should be more 
concerned with the envir- 
onment or aesthetic effects."’ 

Mr. Geddes continued: 
“But St. Albert's industrial 
potential has been over- 
looked ... and not been used 
adequately. The regional 
shopping centre should have 
been on the Edmonton side 
of St. Albert; however (the 
Abacus Cities shopping cen- 
tre) has happened and it's 
going ahead.”’ 

Later Mr. Geddes said: “‘If 
he (Mr. Sheckter) gets that 
(the shopping centre), St. 
Albert will get one heck of a 
lot of commercial space 
generating taxes, otherwise 

we will see radical 


changes trom Edmonton that 
will set this particular de- 
velopment back several 
years."’ 

Mr. Geddes also told the 
MPC there was a ‘‘dire need 
for a motor hotel with some 
character in St. Albert.’’ He 
was not referring to the St. 
Albert Inn which is now 
being expanded.$ 

He added: ‘‘There is a 
need for a 400,000 square 
foot wholesale commercial 
retail (development) in this 
neck of the woods."’ 

Referring to Mr. Sheckter 
Mr. Geddes aid from a 
developer's standpoint ‘‘he 
should be given the chance to 
solicit clients ... for this 
location.” 

MPC Chairman Barry Br- 
eadner was bothered by 
suggestions from Mr. Ged- 
des of ‘broad yet restricted 
use"’ and this led Mayor Ron 
Harvey to chip in, “*Come up 
with some plan for the whole 
thing.”

114 unit residential 
development liked 


Following are some of the 
highlights from the regular 
St. Albert Municipal Plan- 
ning Commission meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 


MPC RECOMMENDED 
an approval for a 114 unit 
condominium development 
at the corner of Forest Drive, 
Boudreau Road and Hebert 
Road.

Kin hockey grant 
held up again 


An appeal by the Kinsmen 
Club of St. Albert for a 
$4,600 grant for the Kinsmen 
Minor Hockey program was 
referred to next week's 
council meeting at Monday 
night's committee of the 
whole meeting. Ald. Rod 
Throndson told council that 
the program's expenses had 
run high this year as they 
had had to rent space. He 
pointed out that the high ice 
rental expenses would be 
eliminated this year with the 
opening of the new arena, He 
stated that $2,500 of the 
grant would go to rep teams, 
while $2,100 would go to the 
remaining teams for ice time, 
refereeing and practice time. 
Mr. Throndson said the club 
had already spent the mon- 
ey. 

Ald. Barry Breadner ex- 
pressed concern that the 
$27,000 that the city has set 
aside for grants would be 
“nearly eaten up,”’ with 
none left for unanticipated 
grants. He said part of this 
amount had already been 
used for the Kinsmen ‘'Rain 
Out’ grant, for the Rodeo 


This grant may or may not be 
used. The minor hockey 
grant was turned down by 
council in March, 

Kinsman Gerry Dux told 
the Gazette that the $2,500 
for the rep team was a small 
amount when compared with 
the expenses of the rep 
teams. Ice rentals alone for 
rep teams travelling out of 
the city cost $11,000, with an 
additional $10,000 for travel 
and tournament expenses, 
This $21,000 does not include 
local ice rentals, league fees, 
or referees. Kinsman Dux 
commented that hockey has 


been over for two months 
now and the Kinsmen have 
had to float a loan for the 
$4,600 with interest. 

Kinsmen Gerry Rayburn, 
in an interview with the 
Gazette mused aloud as to 
whether the city would be 
interested in taking on the 
minor hockey chores. At 
Monday's meeting, Ald. Rod 
Throndson had commented 
that the city, without the 
Kinsmens volunteer forces, 
could not run the league as 
cheaply as the service club 
does.

Nine people convicted 
of welfare abuse 


The Alberta Government 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices and Community Health 
investigated a total of 427 
cases of social allowance 
abuse in 1977, the Gazette 
learned this week. 

As a result, nine people 
were convicted of defrauding 
the department. 

The amount recoverable 
from investigations comple- 
ted in 1977 is $287,000. This 
figure represents the amount 
given out in overpayments 
and owing to the Department 
by welfare recipients as a 
result of the investigations. 

Of the cases checked in 
1977, 83 were closed or no 
criminal activity was found. 
One hundred and eight cases 
are still under investigation. 

There were cases where 
one client received income 
from work which he failed to 
declare to the department. 
As a result an overpayment 
was: incurred in the amount 
of $2,966. The guilty person 
was given a two year 
suspended sentence and 
placed on probation for two 
years. 

Another client applied for 
and received assistance as a 
single woman with one de- 
pendent. She received assis- 
tance from March 1975 to 
May. 1977. 

In January 1977 she made 
application at a different 
office and received assis- 


tance till the end of April, 
when it was discovered she 
had received assistance un- 
der two names. 

She was convicted and 
given a three year suspended 


sentence and placed on pro- 
bation for three years. One of 
the conditions of probation 
was that she repay the 
overpayment of $2,209 by 
July 1980, 


Pool modifications 
for handicapped 
discussed 


The question of modifying 
the Fountain Park Pool for 
use by handicapped resi- 
dents of St. Albert provoked 
some discussion at Monday 
night's meeting of council's 
committee of the whole. 

Ald. Barry Breadner said 
that in order to effect such 
modifications at this time, it 
would be necessary to delay 
the opening of the pool. *‘We 
will be hard pressed to open 
it in July,"’ said Mr. Bread- 
ner. ‘‘We should leave this 
matter and consider it ata 
later time."* 

Ald. Liesbeth Bakker sug- 
gested that delaying the 
matter might result in higher 
costs for the modifications. 
Mrs. Bakker then moved that 
$600 be authorized for the 
architects to prepare dra- 
wings to effect modifications 
of the Fountain Park Pool for 
use by the handicapped. 

In speaking in support of 


the motion, Mayor Ron 
Harvey said ‘I have not been 
impressed with Phillips Bar- 
rett (the architects) since I 
came into this office.

The motion carr- 
ied, with Ald. Throndson, 
Bakker, Smith, Shields and 
Mayor Harvey in support and 
Ald. Breadner opposing. 

Ald. Breadner stated that 
if the vote was recorded, he 
wanted the record to state 
that ‘it was not my intention 
to discriminate against the 
handicapped but to complete 
the pool."’

Silver Jubilee celebration 


The St. Albert Roman 
Catholic Church was the 
centre of a moving, out- 
pouring of love, respect and 
admiration for Bishop John 
Bokenfohr, OMI ata silver 
jubilee mass held May 3 
attended by over 450 people. 
The mass marked the 25th 
anniversary of Bishop Bok- 
enfohr’s consecration as a 
Bishop, held in Rome, for the 
Diocese of Kimberly, South 
Africa. He had been or- 
dained a priest in Lebret, 
Saskatchewan in July, 1927, 
and was later named Pro- 
vincial of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate, Alberta, Sask- 
atchewan German Province, 
a post he held for 12 years, 
based in Regina. In 1949 he 
was elected first assistant of 
the Oblates and held this 
post at the General House in 
Rome until his consecration 
as a Bishop on May 3, 1953. 
He served in Kimberly, as 
first Bishop of that diocese, 
for 20 years. Both as a priest 
and a bishop, he travelled to 
many parts of the world. He 
contracted Malaria in Cey- 
lon, which was to be trouble- 
some ever after, and later 
encountered some heart pro- 
blems, and during all his 20 
years in the African mission, 
when he accomplished so 
much, the difficult work in a 
far land was made more 
difficult by his less than 
robust health, 

The mass was concele- 
brated by Archbishop An- 
thony Jordan, OMI Edmon- 
ton, retired; Bishop Henri 
Routhier, OMI Grouard 
Diocese, retired; Archbishop 
MacNeil, Edmonton and 
Bishop Roubidoux, OMI Ch- 
urchill-Hudson Bay diocese. 
An honour guard of the 
Knights of Columbus took 
part in the mass. Adding to 
dignity and warmth of the 
service was the music, 
carefully selected and beau- 
tifully presented by the 
Church choir under the 
direction of and organist 
Bertha Kennedy. 

The homily was given by 
Archbishop MacNeill who 
spoke in some detail on the 
role of the Bishop, The 
church is called to follow the 
path of Christ, he said, and 
His apostles left bishops to 
succeed them. The Arch- 
bishop told of the work of a 
Bishop, who undertakes Ch- 
rist’s role as a teacher, 


shepherd and high priest, 
and said that Bishop Bok- 
enfohr was a ‘‘faithful 
teacher, preacher, and wit- 
ness of the church."’ 

The intentions were given 
by members of the family, 
niece Lila Schlekewy, and 
grand-nieces Mary Schaffers 
Claudine Bokenfohr, Sharon 
Bernard and Tracy Weis- 
gurber. Readings from the 
scriptures were presented by 
family members Sister Ber- 
nadine, a nurse at Camrose, 
and Sister Rosemary, a 
missionary to Peru, both 
members of the Sisters of 
Providence. 

A program followed the 
mass with Wayne Benson as 
master of ceremonies, who 
presented the Bishop with 
telegrams and letters from 
many colleagues and friends, 
including the Holy Father, 
the Queen, Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada and the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Al- 
berta, Prime Minister Tru- 
deau and Premier Lougheed, 
and a dear friend who was 
consecrated at the same 
time. 

**A life given to nourishing 
the needs of the soul and 
uplifting the spirit of human 
beings is precious to each 
one of us,"’ said MLA Ernie 
Jamison who presented a 
Provincial scroll and letters 
of congratulation from the 
Premier and himself. Mayor 
Ron Harvey said it was an 
honour to represent St. 
Albert on this occasion, **We 
are proud to know you,"’ he 
said and as you look back 
over S50 years we hope this 
plaque will be a reminder of 
your beginnings here and the 
esteem in which you are held 
in St. Albert. 

Father Joseph Regnier, 
Provincial of the OMI told 
Bishop Bokenfohr that “like 
Brother Anthony we would 
like to kiss your hand to show 
our joy and love.’ Twen- 
ty-five years ago, he added 
we said ‘‘another country 
boy makes good,"* and | was 
this morning out in **Bok- 
enfohr country,’ living up to 
the Oblate motto, **go and 
spread the good news to the 
poor.” 

Father Shahoun represen- 
ted the other Alberta-Sask- 
atchewan Provincial, who 
was “‘unavoidably"’ absent.

Regina, he said. ‘‘How he 
could preach - such dynamic 
leadership he gave us!" 

Representing the imme- 
diate family and the St. 
Albert Parish, John Boken- 
fohr of St. Albert con- 
gratulated the Bishop on his 
great ability as a public 
speaker. ‘‘You have been 
able to do so much, so well,”’ 
he said, and ‘‘Uncle John we 
are glad you said yes to 
Jesus.’’ The family and the 
parish jointly presented a 
silver chalice and ciborium, 
inscribed on the underside. 

“Your Grace,"’ said Father 
Lafrance, with a smile, ‘‘this 
was John’s first sermon.’ 
He was pleased to share in 
the presentation, ‘‘a token of 
appreciation to such an 
illustrious son of the parish.”’ 

Father Doll, representing 
the Diocese of Kimberly, 
said he was happy and 
honoured to have been 
delegated by the Bishop of 
the South African diocese to 
represent him on this joyous 
occasion, and express our 
thanks for your 20-year 
mission in the field in South 
Africa.’’ No doubt it was a 
tremendous call, glory and 
honour, but there were a lot 
of problems and obstacles to 
face in a strange country, 
with a difficult environment, 
said Father Doll. He spoke of 
Bishop Bokenfohr's efforts to 
raise funds needed for the 
work - how priests were 
encouraged by the bishop to 
go among the people - learn 
their language. How young 
men were taught to assist 
priests - schools were built, 
native nurses trained. As 
these young Catholic people 
became parents the Bishop 
knew they would continue 
Christian teaching and miss- 
ionary work. Father Doll said 
he was thankful to be present 
and meet St. Albert friends 
of the mission in South 
Africa, and he presented an 
inscribed book from ‘Your 
Old Diocese."’ 

The fact that the Boken- 
fohr family have been in this 
district for 75 years, calls for 
a bit of a celebration too,"’ 
said Bishop Bokenfohr. *'The 
parish means a lot to the 
family, and vice versa - so 
much care is needed both 
ways.’’ I came to St. Albert 
in 1903 at the age of five 
months, said the Bishop - 
‘but now I'm getting on, 
somewhat crippled up. | 
would like to visit along time, 
but lcan't manage it,"’ He 
expressed his thanks to the 
parish, his family and all 
visiting representatives.

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CSAB and the death penalty:

A recent action by the Community Services 
Advisory Board shows that body to be treading 
on somewhat shaky ground. At its meeting of 
May 2, a member of the CSAB, suggested that 
the board communicate “emerging concern 
related to re-instating the death penalty” to 
S/Sgt. Siemens of the local RCMP detachment.

For many, 
capital punishment is against the dictates of 
their conscience. 


It could be argued that a Community Services 
Board making this suggestion, is overstepping 
its role of advising city council on community - 
related matters. Board members are not elected 
by residents - they are appointed by council. 


St. Albert citizens who do not want the return of 
capital punishment, may well feel their rights are 
being trampled upon when their Community 
Service Advisory Board takes this position.

The City of St. Albert is 
wasting no time now that 
their bid for the Alberta 1979 
Summer Games has been 
approved. At Monday ni- 
ght's meeting of city coun- 
cil's committee of the whole, 
Ald.

Board has refused an annex- 
ation application by land- 
owners to annex 2,200 acres 
to Edmonton in the north- 
west sector of that cityina 
decision late last month it 
was learned Monday. 

The announcement of the 
refusal was in the St. Albert 
monthly report for April. 

The annexation had be- 
come known as the Speed- 
way annexation and abutted 
Edmonton on 137th Avenue, 
west of 127th Street. This is 
east of the St. Albert Trail 
and south of the Restricted 
Development area. 

The main objectors to the 
annexation were the MD of 
Sturgeon which feared the 
loss of land and assessment, 
the Sturgeon School Division 
#24, which said that a portion 
of the division west of 
Highway 2 would be isolated, 
and the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission which 
pointed out that the need for 
additional lands for resi- 
dential and industrial use 
had not been shown. 

In making its judgement, 
the LAB said that the terri- 
tory, if annexed to Edmonton 
would result in creating an 
istand pocket of municipal 
district territory to the west 
of the St. Albert Trail, 
bounded by Edmonton, the 
County of Perkland and St. 
Albert, together with a 
narrow corridor within the 
RDA to the north. The LAB 
said this could create ser- 
vicing and jurisdictional pro- 
blems as well as create a 
distortion to the logical 
boundary of the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

The ERPC further opposed 
the application because it 
would mean premature use 
of prime agricultural land, no 
regional transportation ag- 
reement had been arrived at 
and there would be a sizeable 
loss of assessment to the MD 
of Sturgeon. 

They would be left with an 
isolated area of the St. Albert 
Trail which the MD would 
not be able to efficiently or 
effectively service. 


SUBMISSION FROM 
STURGEON SCHOOL 
DIVISION 


A written submission was 
made by the Sturgeon School 
Division #24. It pointed out 
that if the application for the 
annexation was granted, a 
portion of its division to the 
west of Highway 2 would be 
isolated, 

The submission pointed 
out that besides higher costs, 
it would make it difficult to 
bus any students located 
there. 

A loss.of about $1,600,000 
in assessment would occur, 
because of the gradual 
shifting of more of the 
burden of educational costs 
from provincial sources to 
the local ratepayer. 

The submission also noted 
that even with the addition of 
Thorhild county, the school 

division could not bear the 
loss in assessment. 

Mr. A. Falconberg, one of 
the owners and farmers in 
the territory, requested that 
if it be annexed he should be 
protected so his property tax 
remained on the same basis 
as if his lands were kept in 
the MD of Sturgeon. 


STURGEON REEVE GIVES 
OBJECTIONS 


Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
opposed the annexation 
pointing out that this was the 
sixth applicant requesting to 
annex MD of Sturgeon 
territory in the last two 
years. 

He contended that these 
losses of territory and ass- 
essment would not be re- 
placed by the. Thorhild addi- 
tion. This was supported by 
the evidence of the MD's 
assessor. 

Planner K. C. Mackenzie 
for Edmonton gave evidence 
of the need for more territory 
to be annexed to Edmonton. 
An Edmonton planning re- 
port entitled ‘City of Ed- 
monton and the Sub Region 
Population’’ projected a 
population of 1,074,000 in 
the Edmonton sub-region by 
2001. 

He estimated that this 
population would require, at 
the rate of 2.6 people per 
housing unit, some 430,000 
housing units, or 219,000 
units over the existing 1976 
stock. 

This would mean 9,500 
new household units per year 
until 1986 and then 8,400 
units per year till the turn of 
the century. 

He compared this to other 
estimates ranging from 7,400 
to 11,000 units per year. Of 
these he estimated that 80 


percent of the housing units ~ 


would be located in Edmon- 
ton, or an average of 6,260 
units per year. Of these Mr. 
Mackenzie predicted that 
between 70 to 80 percent 
would occur in new housing 
developments, representing 
between 4,100 to 5,600 units 


per year. 

At this rate of growth he 
estimated Edmonton has 
now an inventory of lands for 
new housing which could 
accommodate its estimated 
demands for between 13 and 
18 years. He pointed to time 
delays in bringing land on- 
stream for housing and to 
other difficulties. He argued 
that Edmonton should have a 
minimum of a 20 year supply 
of land on hand to meet 
future demands as and when 
they occur. 

In the northern sector of 
Edmonton Mr. Mackenzie 
contended that the Castle 
Downs area had only a five 
year supply of land remain- 
ing. He emphasized the need 
for competition within the 
building industry. 

He stressed that the 
annexation of the territory 
would provide certainty of 
jurisdiction to provide for 
long term planning of utilit- 
ies, transportation and land 
control, 


ECONOMIC IMPACT 


The economic impact of 
the annexation was reviewed 
by Dr. H. Harries, econo- 
mist. The effect on Edmon- 
ton he argued would be 
minimal with annual capital 
expenditures in the initial 
stage of about $5,000,000. 

He felt the MD of Sturgeon 
would be affected very little 
with the territory in question 
having an assessment of 
$1,970,000. This it was con- 
tended by his associate Mr. 
J. Swelin, an assessor, was 
more than offset by the land 
the MD of Sturgeon had 
recently gained from the 
County of Thorhild #7.

He says he supposed to be 
retired (he's 74) but in the 
next breath admits he's 
busier than any of his five 
sons or five daughters who, 
like the ‘Galloping Kid,’ are 
all involved in the horse 
business. : 

The ‘Galloping Kid’ (his 
real name is Ed Russell Sr.) 
stopped by the Gazette office 
late Monday to promote a 
book about his colourful 
and interesting career and 
show us two thoroughbreds 
he was riding to Legal. 

Ed came west to Alberta in 
1916 hoping to become a 
cowboy but he was too smal} 
to make it as a bronc buster. 
He turned to the race track 
but here too his size was 
against him. He was too big 
to ever be a successful 
jockey. He did however 
remain with horses and spent 
20 years training them for 
the Cavalry. 

Following this the ‘Gall- 
oping Kid’ hooked up Walter 
Brothers Shows, a carnival 
outfit travelling the exhibi- 
tion circuit. Ed worked with a 
horse called Babe which had 
been taught to do 17 tricks. 

Shortly after Ed began 
working with Babe he was 
told by Professor Grant 
MacEwan, who was judging 
horses at the same show in 
Prince Albert that Babe was 
the best trained two year old 
he had come across. 

Before Ed came into the 
Gazette office Monday he 
had tied his horses to some 


bushes west of the Bruin Inn 
at the same spot he had 
camped 40 years before 
when he was taking a string 
of horses north to the Peace 
River country. 

This time the trip was to be 
only as far as Legal where Ed 
was travelling to help teach 
youngsters in the Teen Time 
program horsemanship. The 
thoroughbreds tethered by 
the river were both regis- 
tered and obviously a source 
of major pride to Ed. 

His mount, ‘The Axe’, was 
born 70 years later to the day 
only 20 miles from where Ed 
was born; a coincidence he 
proudly stated, that was 
unlikely to ever happen to 
another horse owner. 

Count’s Own, Ed’s second 

horse was sired by Count 
Lathum, a former Canadian 
Derby winner. On this trip 
the Count was suffering the 
indignation of serving as 
pack animal. 
« Both horses travel the race 
circuit and the trip to Legal 
would hopefully help in the 
training. Ed’s a believer in 
the adage ‘save the hard 
running for the track’. 

A phone call to Wally 
Sczebel in Legal Tuesday 
afternoon verified that Ed 
had arrived about 9 a.m, that 
morning. Wally is the foun- 
der of Teen Time, a youth 
organization with an office in 
Edmonton and a camp, 
Double T Ranch, about 25 
miles north of Westlock. 

Wally will be running a 


wagon train camp this 
summer for youths 14 and 
up. It leaves Legal July 4 
travels to Cold Lake then to 
Athabasca and back to Legal.

Upcoming on Cable 5: 7 
Program to look closely at pets and people 


In a suburban community 
such as St. Albert, the 
delights and dilemmas of 
pet-owning are a common 
topic of conyersation and 
sometimes, debate. On 
Wednesday, May 17, Capital 
Cable S is going to take a 
long, hard look at the 
controversial subject of pets, 
and the résults promise to be 
interesting. The guiding 
force in the program's 
scrutiny of pets and their 
owners will be Dr. Mike 
Rasberry, of the Grandin 
Veterinary Hospital. The 


programs will tackle any 
subject that relates to pets, 


and audience feedback will 
determine many of the 
topics. Mike emphasizes that 
people should feel free to 
give their ideas for the 


program to either himself at , 


the veterinary hospital or 
Capital Cable staff and these 
ideas will be implemented if 
at all possible. 

The show will be entitled 
**Pets and People -- In- 
terested?"’ The first edition 
will showcase general sub- 
jects relating to pet owning, 
allowing viewers to form 
opinions on what they want 
to see. From then on the 
sky's the limit. Just for 


starters, Dr. Rasberry sugg- 
ests the topic of Dog Psy- 
chology, which should ring 
responsive bells in the minds 
of dog owners everywhere. 
Any problem of dog beha- 
viour can be discussed -- 
chewing, indiscriminate 
messes, sexual mounting, or 
any other of the sometimes 
embarrassing questions that 
can arise with dog owner- 
ship. Infectious diseases will 
be discussed, as well as 
owner's attitudes to their 
pets, and the legalities of pet 
ownership. The current crisis 
of Pet Over Population will 
be stringently examined. 

Dr. Rasberry is aware of 
the fact that owners are often 
more fearful of pet illness 
than is the animal itself. To 
put some of these appre- 
hensions at ease, the pro- 
gram ‘‘What's In a Diag- 
nosis’’ is planned, For those 
owners who are uncertain as 
to how to make Fido look his 
best, the program ‘‘Groom- 
ing -- Different Strokes for 
Different Folks’’ will be 
aired. Like most of the

Municipal Government Act 
to permit towns and cities to 
restrict smoking in public 
places. Presently, Alberta 
municipalities cannot enforce 
legislation on smoking. 

Another resolution urges 
the government to develop a 
health education program in 
schools which emphasizes 
the risks of smoking, abuse 
of alcohol and drugs, lack of 
exercise and poor nutrition. 
Because these lifestyle be- 
haviours begin to develop in 
childhood, the Association 
feels that schools have a 
critical role to play in 
promoting healthy lifestyle 
and preventing disease and 
disability in later years of 
life. 

Mr. Scotten said more 
public health input to gov- 
ernment policy is needed. 
The Department of Educa- 
tion is being urged to consult 
public health experts in their 
present review of health 
curriculum. The lack of 
consultation in the past has 
led to outdated and ineff- 
ective health classes. 

At their annual meeting, 
members of the Association 
declared that they will press 
government to give more 
attention to prevention in 
future programs and _polic- 
ies. The Alberta Public 
Health Association is a 
voluntary, multidisciplinary 
organization which promotes 
health in Alberta.

Common 
plants can be 


poisonous 


With the sudden advance 
of warm weather, children 
are once more playing out- 
doors, and it is well to 
remember that many of the 
common garden and field 
plants are poisonous, par- 
ticularly if eaten by very 
small children. 

Rhubarb leaves are toxic 
and irritating to the lips, 
mouth and throat. Sweet pea 
seeds are poisonous. Most 
bulbs will cause stomach 
cramps and vomiting. Lily- 
of-the-valley and fox-glove 
can cause heart palpitation 
and irregularity. Leaves, 
stalks and sprouts of pota- 
toes are poisonous, and so 
are green potatoes. 

Mushrooms and toadstools 
are many and varied, and 
should never be eaten unless 
one is very knowledgeable as 
to the types that are safe. 
Some cause severe hallu- 
cinations, others will kill 
rapidly. 

Berries are numerous and 
very attractive to small 
children. Many are poison- 
ous, and children should be 
taught to avoid all of them 
unless they are certain that 
they are edible. 

The mere fact that birds or 
animals are seen to eat 
berries or other parts of 
plants does not mean they 
are safe for humans -- we 
react differently, and what is 
nourishing food for birds or 
animals can be poisonous to 
human beings. 

There are many good 
books which identify plants 
that are safe to eat. Field 
trips can be fun if you set out 
to discover new foods, but 
never experiment on your 
own - it could be disastrous.

Alberta Status of Women 
Action Committee has been 
lobbying for changes since 


the earlier bill 102 was 
introduced in November 1977 

“Bill 20 is no better than 
102 it is just more compli- 
cated,’’ says Ms. Barbara J. 
Hill, co-ordinator of the 
Matrimonial Property Infor- 
mation Project. She feels the 


new bill combines the comp- 
lexities of deferred sharing 
and the uncertainties of 
judicial discretion. The pro- 
ject has participated in more 
than 200 workshops since 
December and Hill claims 
that at least 1,000 Albertans 
have written to their MLA’s 
supporting 50/50 sharing 
upon marital breakdown. 
While Government is cl- 
aiming its new bill incor- 
porates this concet, Hill, on 
the basis of legal opinion, 
says only in exceptional 
cases will it be deemed just 
and equitable to divide pro- 
perty equally. ‘‘There is no 
automatic split and no guar- 
antee of an equal split.”’ 
Judges are asked to con- 
sider 13 guidelines and then 
decide if equal sharing of 
assets is warranted,

wishing to stick to one flower 
type is the special Spirit of 
‘76 Verbena, developed esp- 
ecially in the United States 
for its Bicentennial. This 
flower is a semi-dwarf and its 
petals sport all three colours. 

For those who would 
prefer to show the colours 
using a variety of floral 
types, there are a number of 
possible combinations. Red 


Salvia can be mixed with 
white alyssum and blue 
lobelia, Blue or white agera- 
tum can be combined with 
red and white geraniums. 
The rich blue of the pansy 
can join forces with red and 
white snapdragons. In study 
locations an exotic look can 
be achieved with red and 
white begonias which could 
mix their luxurious textures 
with delicate blue lobelia.

Learning the basics through T-ball 


Each batter swings at the 
ball until he or she hits it and 
from then on the game is just 
like baseball. 

The baselines are short- 
ened to SO feet in order that 
the smaller players (they're 
six, seven and eight) may 
adjust. The fielding team 
works to get the out in the 
same manner as they would 
be in baseball. When hit, the 
ball must travel further than 
nine feet or it is called foul. 

After nine players have 
had a turn at bat, the team

FISH WAKE UP HUNGRY 


Anglers have known for 
years that fishing is usually best 
early in the morning and again 
late in the evening through the 
early dark hours. 

But have you ever wondered 
why fish feed more actively at 
these times? 

The most common reason is 
that they're hungry! Like 
people, fish have periods of the 
day when they want to eat. 
Then, with their hunger 
satisfied, they rest until they get 
hungry again. 

Being hungry at dawn and 
then again at dusk is more than 
a fad with fish, according to the 
fishing department at Mercury 
outboards. 

It's actually a conditioned 
response to natural factors 
which make feeding at those 
times of day easier and more 
beneficial to the fish, 

Just as you would find it 
difficult to prepare a meal in 
total darkness, so fish find it 
more to their liking to feed 
when they can see.

Moonrocks and the CAF Snowbird 
aerobatic team will be among some of the 
goodies at the military air show slated at 
CFB Edmonton, Namao May 22, Victoria 
Day. 

Canadian Armed Forces Information 
Officer Vic Keating at Namao told the 
Gazette there will be a static display from 
the United States Space Centre, Houston, 
Texas and part of the display will be the 
moonrocks. There will also be a lunar 
module, an astronaut’s space suit and all 
the paraphernalia associated with space 
activity. 

In spite of the crash of one of the 
Snowbird's Tutor jets and the death of a 
pilot at the Grande Prairie air show last 
week, it looks as though the Snowbird team 
will perform at Namao. 

Major Keating said: ‘‘We have been 
advised to go ahead ... as if the Snowbirds 
will be here and we intend to do that." 

The Tutor aircraft, a jet trainer, has been 
flying with the CAF since 1964. The Tutor 
which crashed last week had been seen to 
break around the tail and wing sections 
according to reports. 

A team of experts is looking into the 
crash in Grande Prairie and Major Keating 


says ‘‘It's our understanding the current 
problems will be ironed out in the next 
week or days.” 

Major Keating added that the Snowbirds 
will be in the piece de resistance at the 
airshow and he had every hope that they 
would be there. 

Canadian and U.S. fighter aircraft will 
also take part in the display, and there will 
be a contribution from the Skyhawks 
parachute team. 

The latest American advanced combat 
aircraft, the F-1S Eagle will fly at the 
airshow and is now based at Cold Lake. 

Some World War Two aircraft will also 
be at the show as well as aircraft based at 
Namao like the Hercules, Twin Otter and 
search and rescue helicopters. 

The air show will get underway at 1 
p.m., with gates at the base opening at 10 
a.m. and the show finishing at 4:30 p.m. 

Major Keating had a special word for St. 
Albert residents who wish to take in the 
show. 

**Two years ago at the last airshow there 
was a massive tie-up of cars on 97 Street. 
We ask people to take a variety of routes 
and ask St. Albert people to use Sturgeon 
Road.”’

Driving around the MD of 
Sturgeon, | see signs of 
progress -- progress in farm- 
ing! New land is constantly 
being broken. Beautiful cr- 
ops are replacing the once 
mature tree stands. What are 
trees good for anyway? 
Trees hinder nature's ero- 
sion processes. They slow 
down wind, and break the 
fall of driving rains. Spring 
run-off would be sudden and 
fast -- too fast -- if it weren't 
for trees. It takes nature 500 
years to produce one inch of 
Prairie soil, but only one 
good flood to sweep it all 
away. 
Tree stands are wildlife 
sanctuaries: deer, rabbits, 


coyotes, owls, mice and so 
much more! I'm not about to 
say that all wildlife is always 
beautiful -- an overabun- 
dance is detrimental to live- 
stock, shrubbery, and in 
some cases, people ... 

But you've all heard of the 
food chains -- rabbit eats 
plant, coyote eats rabbit, 
coyote dies and provides food 
for plants, and on and on... 

Southern Alberta is a 
prime example of what a lack 
of trees can do. Farmers 
must strip farm to keep their 
delicate soil in one place. 
Because trees do not grow 
naturally, these techniques 
are used once the prairie sod 
is broken for the first time. 

But here, we have trees. 


We do not have to strip farm, 
worry about constant wind 
and water erosion, or water 
table disruption. We still see 
the odd jack rabbit in the 
field from the combine or 
tractor. 

Even now, at 17, I've only 
seen two deer in the Ed- 
monton area, and that was 
when I was just six. 

Is wildlife to become an 
experience of the past? Will 
our children and grandchild- 
ren be able to hear coyotes 
how! when they go out to do 
chores? ‘‘When I was a kid, 
there were field mice for the 
dog, skunks under the pig- 
barn, wild cats, trees to carve 
your name in..."

AFRICAN TOUR 


Marie then spoke on 
‘People and Traditions in 
Africa.’ Seeing the life of a 
few of these natives first

ya, she found the scarcity of 
water to be a terrible 
problem, She described how 
women do all the work, one 
of the worst of its kind and 
how walking miles for a 
vessel of water they carry 
home on their heads. They 
often carry their babies on 
their backs at the same time. 

Marie was able to share 
the African women’s hospit- 
ality by sitting for a meal 
with them in a circle. The 
food, all roots and fruits, is 
boiled in goat's broth and 
resembles mashed potatoes. 
It is dished up into their 
hands and then eaten. Lick- 
ing replaces serviettes as a 
method of hand cleaning. 

For two weeks after con- 
vention, Marie was taken on 
tours into every walk of life 
and she found this most 
interesting. 

Marie saw what is called a 
“Self Help Project in Water"’ 
where a group wanting water 
in their village, are willing to 
work at building a tank. The 
water is trapped and as it 
settles and clears, the clear 
water comes out of a spout. 
This project is sponsored by 
the government, who pay 
50% while the other 50% 
must come from foreign aid. 
Alberta Wi's have pledged 
their help to this project. 

While in Kenya, Marie 
enjoyed Kenyatta Day and 
was taken on safari as well. 
In her closing remarks, she 
commented that we in the 
western world lack enthus- 
iasm when compared with 
the Africans.
